Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With respect to claim 9, applicant has argued 
that Welch does not disclose or suggest maintaining a predefined temperature or temperature stabilization according to a preset 
temperature during idling and that the portions of Welch cited in the last Advisory Action shows the temperature at the time that plasma 
stikes the dome and that there are no temperature measurements recorded when the dome is idling. These arguments are respectfully 
found to be not persuasive for the following reasons. Welch discloses that a predefined temperature inside the dome is maintained by the 
disclosure in paragraph 0102 that the fluctuation is 7-10 degrees between times T1 and T2 as seen in Fig. 7, and paragraph 0101 
discloses that the time between T1 and T2 is an Idling, as the there is not bias applied to the wafer at that time. While applicant's 
specification does give the example of the plasma turned of fas an idling, claim 9 recites "when substrate processing is idle", which does 
not exclude substrate processing being idle as disclosed by Welch, when the substrate does not have bias applied, at time between T1 
and T2(paragraph 0101). 
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
